Mr. Russell would not call it pat- 
ronage, but when government money 
was to be spent it was necessary to 
have somebody to look after it, and see 
that the constituency got its just pro- 
portion for public works, etc. He 
argued that no government would help 
the constituency that wouldn’t help 
them. He was surprised that there 
are some who would rather vote for 
Mr. Day than for the Farmer. He 
contended that the Liberal principles 
were more akin to the Farmers than 
the Conservatives. 

Mr. Russell was rather agitated 
over a possibility that certain high 
tariff Liberals in Quebec, led by ex- 
Premer Gouin, might align themselves 
with the Conservatives after ‘the 
election to form a protectionist gov- 
ernment. ~ 

Referring to Mr. Day’s candidature, 
Mr. Russell was positive that his cam- 
paign was financed by Conservative 
funds. The speaker characterized Mr. 
Day’s manifesto as a “conglomeration 
of absurdities,” and showed a copy, 
but made little comment except of 
Mr. Day’s statement that he was Inde- 
pendent, although he would support 
the government on general principles. 
Mr. Russell could not understand how 
an Independent candidate could be 
endorsed by a convention of Meighen 
government supporters. 

H (Mr. Russell moved that the conven- 
tion proceed to nominate a candidate. 

A. D. McKenzie thought that was all 
they were there for anyway. They 
were fighting for a princisle rather 
than an .individual. He had an out- 
standing man to nominate, and was 
about to make his proposal, when 
Amos Wilton asked for the privilege 
of speaking first. 

Mr. Wilton urged further considera- 
tion of the advisability of naming a 
candidate. He did not want to lose, 
but he was prepared to make some 
other fellow lose. We would have the 
tariff with us for some time, for peo- 
ple would not stand for the direct tax 
that woulq be necessary without it.

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LOYAL TO A LABEL 


(Winnipeg Tribune) 

Dr. Michuel Clark has written Mr. 
Mackenzie King that ‘he has come to 
see that a “well balanced Liberalism” 
is the only hope for the country. 

What a time of the day to be setting 
up one “ism” against another as if 
there were any inherent virtue in an 
“ism” to solve Canada’s pressing 
problems and pull the country out cf 
the mud! 

This country is done with Liberal- 
isms and Tory-isms as a substitute 
for vital and practical policies  ex- 
pounded and put in force by men with 
some grip upon the practical necessi- 
ties of the people. It is a sign of in- 
tellectual poverty and enfeebled will 
for public men to take refuge in such 
futilities in such critical times. 

Sir John «A. Macdonald was a 
Tory. Did he ever take refuge in 
Tory-ism as the basis of his power? 
Never. He drove a national policy 
through the ‘heads of his countrymen 
into the warp and woof of Canada’s 
history by the clearness of his jn- 
sight, the loyalty of his genius and 
the compelling power of his will. 

Sir Oliver Mowat was a Liberal, a 
good economist, a stickler to preserve 
the constituional balance by the as- 
sertion of provincial rights, and a 
good practical administrator. Were 
the people of Ontario thinking of Tory- 
ism or Liberal-ism when they — sup- 
ported both Macdonald and Mowat? 

A political party is no more than a 
bottle. To find a market it must hold 
good wine as well as be adorned with 
a label. The partizanship that sees 
nothing but the label has been the 
curse of Canada, tempting our poli- 
ticians to palm off upon the people the 
lees and dregs of bygone issues. 
Canada needs men and measures not 
party labels. 

But Michael Clark is honest accord- 
ing to his lights. He is a partizan and 
always has been. His free trade 
ideas have never been more than the 
doctrinal setting of his partizanship. 
He coquetted with the Progressives 
so long as they consented to occupy 
the role in which he placed them, that 
of runner up to the Liberal party. 

The Progressives in Alberta declin- 
ed this position ang knocked a Liberal 
government higher than Gilroy’s kite. 
This constitutes them a new Tory-ism 
in Mr. Clark's eyes, the essence of 
Tory-ism being hostility to the Liber- 
al party.

BIBLE STORY OF 
THE FLOOD 


Gigantic Tidal ‘Wave, Twenty-five Mil- 
es High, Swept the Earth—Moon or 
Stray Comet Probable Cause-of. the 
Inundation—Every Country in the 
World Has Storles of the Great 
Deluge, Handed Down Through the 
Ages by Word of Mouth. 


The Bible says that many ‘thousands 
of years ago there was a great flood— 
the so-called Noachian deluge. No 
one thought of questioning the truth 
of this story, until in comparatively 
recent times, when many who thought 


themselves very wise, arose to ridi- 
cule it along with other’ strange 
events related in the Bible. In recent 
years, however, science has thrown 
its inexorable light upon many of 
these stories and proved them to 
be actual facts. Thus it is with the 
story of the flood, the truth of which 
at least in its general lines—is so well 
established that no one but one un- 
acquainted with modern science can 
doubt it. What, however, was its 
cause is still a mystery. Here is a 
novel attempt to solve it. It is by H. 
Gernsback, editor of’ Science and In- 
vention. 


FOUR PROOFS OF FLOOD 


—_ 

In the first place, with the. excep- 
tion of some African ‘tribes, ‘there 
are flood stories in every country of 
the world, whether European, Ameri- 
can, Asiatic or Australian. All of 
these people or races have some tale 
which was handed down by word of 
mouth that such a great deluge occur- 
red some thousands of years ago. 
And there are many geological reas- 
ons which teach that a great flood ac- 
tually did occur. The following 
proofs are taken from Prof. G. Fred- 
erick Wright's article of the ‘Geolo- 
gical Confirmation of the ‘Noachian 
Deluge.” 

1. “The filling of the numerous 
ossiferous fissures in Western Europe 
with an indiscriminate mixture of the 
separate bones of widely diverse 
species of animals, mingled with 
angular fragments of rock and with 
earth without stratification, and 
containing occasional ‘stone imple- 
ments made by the hand of men. 
These could not have been filled 
gradually, because there are no more 
entire skeletons of animals. But they 
were evidently filled by the indiscrim- 
inate action of a water wave of trans- 
lation sweeping everything before it. 

2.“The enormous’ accumufations 
of the bones of hippopotami in the 
cave of San Ciro, near Palermo, on 
the Island of Sicily, where ' whole 
herds of this animal, which now 
lives only in Southern Africa, evident- 
ly sought refuge from rising water in 
an extensive cave at the base of the 
rugged cliffs of Monte Grifone. 

3. “The existence of Arctic seal in 
Lake Baikal (Russia) 2000 miles 
from the ocean and 1,680 feet above 
it. 

4. “The historical Chinese ‘tradi- 
tion of the existence of such a vast 
body of water in the same region,

However, Prof, . Wright thinks that 
the flood was~due ‘to the glacial peri- 
od, which accumulated a tremendous 
weight dficeon:the northern hemis- 
phere, particularly in America and 
Europe during \that time. Prof. 
Wright reasons that due to the en- 
ormous amount of .water deposited 
on these continents about 250. feet of 


water was thus subtracted from. the |: 


oceans, which when released later on, 
by melting, produced the flood over 
several of the. frontinents. 


While the explanation is a good 


‘one, it does not satisfy, for the rea- 


son that the melting glaciers could 
only have released the waters very 
gradually, and. that if a flood. oc- 
curred in this manner, it would have 
taken hundreds of years to produce 
deluge effects... Thus the rise of the 
waters over the continents, if it did 
happen would have been almost im- 
perceptibly slow. 

H. Hernsback recently advanced a 
more plausible reason how the his- 
torical flood might have occurred. 

“That the flood was caused by the 
oceans and not by rain,” he writes, 
“can be proved even from the Bibli- 
cal accounts, where the inundation is 
represented to have been occasioned,

In plain | t 
English this can have but one mean- 
ing, viz., the waters ofthe ocean.’ . 

“That these. waters were actually 
ocean waters can best be proved, by 
the fact that fossil sea shells have 
been found upon the summits: of our 
highest mountains in all parts of the 
world with the exception of some 
African mountains.” 

Mr. Gerneback’s explanation of the 
flood: is very simple, and it might 
readily have o¢curred as follows: 

If some celestial body in its wan- 
derings through the heavens passed 
sufficiently close to the earth; that 
is, within 10,000 or 12,000 miles, there 
is no question of a doubt that such 
an encounter would have caused 
havoc on earth. We are not con- 
cerned here with what that body was. 
It might have been our own moon or 
any of the other plan&ts, or even an 
extraordinary large comet, of a bulk 
as big as the earth, or even as small 
or smaller than the moon, passing 
sufficiently close to the earth, say 
2,000 miles. The mutual gravitational 
influences would then faise tremen- 
dous tidal waves, not only upon the 
earth, but upon the ather heavenly 
body as well, providing there was 
water on it. 

Now if Noah had been, as presu- 
mably he was, a wise man, “he no 
doubt woulg have been able to foresee 
what was coming, just as an astron- 
omer can foretell the return of a 
comet years in advance. The flood 


is commonly supposed to have oc- 


curred in the year 2348 B.C. If we 
credit a man with ingenuity enough to 
builag the Ark, in other words, a ves- 
sel 500 feet long and fifty feet deep, as 
mentioned in the Bible, a_ vessel 
comparing very<favorably with a 
modern ocean passenger steamer, 
that man must have had a rather 
remarkable intelligence. He was 
astronomically inclined, and probab- 
ly could foretell the time when the 
encounter of the two bodies, viz., the 
earth and the strange wanderer, 
would occur. This, of course, would 
give him time enough fo build his 
ark, and therefore escape the en- 
suing cataclysm. 

The illustration gives a good idea 
of what would happen if the earth 
and the other celestial body were it 
their nearest approach, say 14,000 
miles. It showld be remembered that 
such an encounter as this could not 
be of long duration. The eartn moves 
very rapidly on its orbit, namely, at 
the rate of about 1,600, 000 miles per 
day. The other body would move at 
approximately similar speed. The 
havoc caused by the mutual gravita- 
tion attraction would be colossal, as 
well as swift.

going todo about it?’ The editor of 
The Scientific American expresses his 
belief that the world at-large is not 
ready to-go the’ Germans several 
points better in disregard of the hu- 
manitarian laws of war. Atl poison- 
gas waffare should be declared unlaw- 
ful, he thinks, by international agree- 
ments of some sort. Unless some- 
thing of this kind is done, the next 
war, he believes, will make ‘the last 
one “restful, by comparison,” and will 
“wipe out mankind at a rate which 


-| will turn many a flourishing zavital, 


into a deserted village.” The develop- 


ment of highly destructive weapons, 
he points out, has never yet prevented 
nations from making war, and if these 
horrors are to.be averted, either war 
itself must be made: impossible, or the 
nations must get together on this 
point, if on no other. He writes: 

“Mr. Chairman, the Chemical-War- 
fare Service has discovered a liquid 
approximately three drops of which, 
whex. applied to any part of the skin, 
will cause a man’s death. Much small- 
er amounts than this, or even vapors 
from the liquid, cause very severe, 
slow-healing burns.’ 

“If the reader applies to the gov- 
ernment printing office, at Washing- 
ton, he can get therefrom a copy of 
the ‘Hearings of the Third Session of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee,’ 
and he will find there that the words 
above quoteq form part of a_ state- 
ment by Dr. Bradner, chief of  re- 
search of the Chemical-Warfare Ser- 
vice. Mr. Bredner goes on to remind 
the committee that the world-war 
showed it to be possible for an_ air- 
plane to fly within a hundred feet of 
enemy troops and machine-gun them 
with impunity; and he goes on to 
state that if, instead of carrying 
machine guns, the attacking planes 
were equipped to carry a tank of this 
liquid (Lewisite) for discharge from 
nozzles similar to the ordinary street- 
sprinkler, it would fall like rain, kill- 
ing everything in its path. 

“Then he becomes more _§ specfic 
and tells us that one plane, carrying 
two tons of the liquid, could cover a 
stretch of country 100 feet wide by 
seven miles long in one trip, and that 
it could spray down enough of the liq- 
uid gas to kill every man in that area 
simply by the action of the gas upon 
the skin. Then, a little later, he be- 
comes even more specific and tells us 
that, during the Argonne offensive, 
the entire First American ‘Army of a 
million and a quarter men occupied 
an area of aproximately 40 kilometers 
long by 20 kilometers wide. If, he 
goes on to say, Germany had possess- 
ed 4,000 tons. of this material, and, say, 
350. planes properly equipped for 
spraying, our entire First Army would 
have been annihilated in from ten to 
twelve hours. . 

“Now, 4,000 tons seems like a big 
lot of gas; but wé already possess 
at the Aherdeen Proving Ground a 
huge poison-gas factory (Hdgewood) 
Which was capable, at the armistice, 
of producing 200 tons of gas per day, 
and it would be a simple matter by 
enlargement and duplication to put 
this country in a position where it 
coulg produce several thousand tons 
of gas for the supply of our armies and 
keep the supply going’ indefinitely. 
Yes, the future war will be so horrible 
as to make the late war restful by com- 
parison. Short as it will inevitably 
be, it will last long enough to wipe 
out mankind at a rate which will 
turn many a flourishing capital into 
a deserted Village, and many a_ fair 
campagna into a Sahara of lifeless 
desolation—for this gas, remember, is 
as fatal to vegetation as to human 
life. ‘ 
“All this talk, however, about the 
poison-gas war of the future is based 
on what we dare to believe is an alto- 
gether unwarrantable assumption, 
namely, that the devil’s own disregard 
of the humanitarian laws of war, in- 
itiated by the Germans at Ypres, is to 
be accepted and practiced by the 
world at large. If, in the forthcoming 
gested ‘Association of Nations,’ or the 
Meetings on disarmament of the sug- 
League, or what-not, it be accepted 
that poison-gas will be given in the 
face of the protest of that undoubtedly 
large majority of men who believe 
that honor, chivalry, and human kind- 
ness are not quite dead in our midst, 
and that the monstrous horror ‘of the 
first gas attack at Ypres should not be 
the yardstick by which we measure 
our future military conduct. 

“It has been urged that the free use 
of gas will make future wars 60 
frightful that no nation will dare to 
provoke a conflict. The answer to 
that assumption is that, in the past, 
the development of new weapons of 
great. destructive power has never 
prevented a nation from rushing into 
war.”

“A Dublin dispatch. to 
the Daily Mail stated that many 
people there were more sanguine 
than might be expected over the 
Ulster situation. It said prominent 
persons in Dublin had been in Belfast 
recently and had sounded various 
circles there with optimistic results, 
but the dispatch added, the root of 
this optimism seemed to He _ princi- 
pally in the belief that the financial 
position of Belfast was so bad that 
a junction with the rest of Ireland 
might be forced by the stringency of 
money. : 
PBSSIMISTIC RUMORS 

There were pessimistic rumors 
current here last night concerning the 
Irish negotiations, but there were no 
developments, so far as known, to 
justify the opinion that the situation 
was either better or worse than it had 
been during the past few days.

WHY SHOES ARE HIGH 


When the price of shoes first went 
sky-rocketing we were informed very 
clearly that this arose chiefly from 


‘| the high cost of leather, and the pub-

But when Leather prices 
dropped below pre-war levels and the 
price of shoes remained the same. 
our friends the shoemakers, in answer 
to our complaints, promptly dropped 
their former contention and declared 
that the cost of the leather did not 
really make any difference in a pair of 
shoes, but that the deciding factor wa's 
But when 
this was put up to the labor unions 
in this, country we were told that the 
wnge cost in a high class pair of 
shoes was only a dollar, and the manu- 
facturers when pressed declared that 
in a pair of $16 shoes the wages rep- 
resented $1.45. Frankly, we confess 
we are puzzled. If hides are a drug 
on the market and leather is cheaper 
than before the war, and there is 
only $1 or $1.45 worth of labor in a $16 
pair of shoes, it puzzles us to know 
who gets the difference. There is 
something queer about the matter, for 
suppose the farmer were to give his 
hides away, and the workman were 
to throw in his labor, the shoes would 
still cost about $14 a pair. As we 
say, this puzzles us not a little—
